the morning service Sunday by 
which the change was formally 
recorded. 


First Society 


The pulpit from which he spoke 


Is itself celebrated in Methodist 
history. It was made and used by 
Robert Strawbridge, who came to 
America from Ireland in 1762 to 
arganize the first Methodist So- 
:iety in this country. 


Strawbridge settled on Sam's 


-reek in Carroll County, Md., and 
here built the now famous log 
meeting house, the first Methodist 
:hapel in this country. 


It was at Lovely Lane that the 
amous Christmas conference of 
1784 was held and the first Amer- 
can Methodist Episcopal Confer- 
snce in America was organised. 


Two years later the Lovely Lane 


Meeting House was no longer ade- 
quate and the congregation made 
.he first of several moves. In 1885, 
as the First Methodist Church, it 
moved into the present building, a 
landsome structure conceived by 
•architect Stanford White and often 
•eferred to as the finest example 
jf ecclesiastical etruscan architec- 
ure in America. 
The original Lovely Lane Meet- 


ng House is no longer standing— 
nor is there any longer a Lovely 
_,ane. It is now Redwood Street, 
and the swank Merchants Club of 
Baltimore occupies the site of the 
mginal chapel.

In announcing recall and dismissal of Career 


Diplomat John Patton Davies Jr., Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles made it clear that 
the man's loyalty was not open to question. The 
decision to relieve Mr. Davies of his post was 
based solely upon the question of judgment and 
discretion. 


* / 
•Naturally, no two men will agree upon what 


actually constitutes good judgment in any given 
set of circumstances, or what constitutes the 
quality of discretion. The decision had to rest 
with Mr. Dulles. He and he alone could make 
it. 


It is unfortunate that the Davies case had to 


bob up again if there was no question of loyalty 


at a time when the State Department's fortunes 
had taken a distinct turn for the better. As for 
Davies himself, the American people are not 
in a position to reach any judgment. It is signifi- 
cant that one of Davies' most staunch defend- 
ers was former Undersecretary of State Walter 
Bedell Smith, who wrote that Davies was one 
of the most loyal, gifted men in foreign service. 


In this case, it was Mr. Dulles serving as 


judge and jury. Davies himself has indicated that 
he has grown weary of the criticism directed 
against him. At best, what has happened will 
not help the morale of career diplomats, and 
in the most unfortunate light, what has hap- 
pened will contribute only to added demoraliza- 
tion of the foreign service.

Nebraska Prison Report 


Governor Bob Crosby, and under him the 


Nebraska State Board of Control, are con- 
fronted with a sharply critical report on the 
management of the Nebraska Penitentiary— 
a report brought in fay a special committee 
named by the governor to conduct a survey of 
Nebraska's penal institutions. 


Warden Hann promptly and vigorously entered 


a denial to the committee's charges. 


There it stood at wec-K's end, witn the governor 


promising immediate action to correct the situ- 
ation. 


It has been obvious for some months that 


something was wrong at the Nebraska Peniten- 
tiary. Unfortunately, in its report to the gover- 
nor, the committee appointed by him makes no 
effort to reveal the basis of evidence upon which 
it bases its conclusions and recommendations 
of a change in administrative officers. Without 
such information, any expression of opinion can 
rest only upon the fact that since the first of 
the year a prison riot, quickly put down, en- 
tailed damage amounting to $5,000, a prison 
guard was murdered, an inmate took his own 
life, and still a second inmate suffered knife 
wounds. 


Most serious of the charges brought by the 


governor's committee is one-of brutality in the 
handling of inmates, failure to properly handle 
the narcotics problem, and favoritism in con- 
nection with the prison administration. 


It is a matter for the Board of Control pri- 


marily, a non-partisan board created specifi- 
cally to supervise Nebraska's institutions, and 
for Governor Crosby. 


Over period of 20 years there has been a vast 


improvement at the Nebraska Penitentiary in 
the physical facilities for the care of the in- 
mates. This prison may not have the most

Only large new 
construction project now in process is the west- 
ern Glendo Dam in Wyoming. Nebraskans have 
a stake in Glendo since it is supposed to provide 
them with additional irrigation water and power. 
Reclamation development more than any other 
single factor have brought new life and new vigor 
to the western states. C. Petrus Peterson of 
Lincoln, high in the ranks of reclamation lead- 
ers, recently was back in Washington to urge a 
more stable, stepped-up program in the devel- 
opment of the West's resources, particularly 
more adequate protection in the form of appro- 
priations for work of this character. Apparently 
C. Petrus cannot anticipate any marked meas- 
ure of success in this direction.

In the light of the committee's report, the 


assumption is that a full-dress review will re- 
sult. 


In connection with the women's reformatory 


and the men's reformatory, the committee finds 
that in those two institutions administration has 
been excellent. 


Scientific Jealousy 
The scientists who had a hand in producing 


America's hydrogen bomb are in an uproar. 
This time it is not a matter of security rulings. 
The scientists are mad because a new book 
"The Hydrogen Bomb" gives much of the credit 
for the bomb's development to Edward Teller, 
Hungarian born scientist, and his Livermore, 
Cal., laboratory. 


Scientists are people, it seems, subject to per- 


sonal pride, and hurt feelings. They can be 
upset by books that ignore or minimize their 
part in an important achievement. 


It is too bad the book was published. GooJ 


sense rules against the thesis that any one man, 
or any one country, could produce a hydrogen 
bomb. America, itself, which was first to pro- 
duce an atomic explosion had the help of in- 
ternational science. And all the scientists had 
the benefit of centuries of achievement in mathe- 
matics and physics wrought by predecessors 
some of whom neither became famous nor 
were long remembered. But they collectively 
had more to do with the discovery of nuclear 
fission than any present day scholar who hap- 
pened to be in a conspicuous spot when the 
lever was pulled. 


A general humility in the face of one of 


nature's profound revelations is more in order 
at this stage than a controversy over indivi- 
dual honors, and fewer books should be written 
on who did it and more on what to do with it.

In- 
terviewed by this writer, Matusow 
told in detail how McCarthy had 
sent him to Utah to re-elect—of all 
people—Sen. Arthur Watkins, now 
chairman of the Senate committee 
which recommended the censure of 
McCarthy. 


Matusow did this, he said, first 


by testifying before a Senate com- 
mittee in Salt Lake City about 
Communists in the government and 
later by smearing Congressman 
Granger, Democratic opponent of 
Sen. Watkins, as soft toward Com- 
munists. 


"I used McCarthy logic," Matu- 


sow explained. 
"I said Granger 


was for pro-administration policy 
on China. . .China fell to the Reds 
and your boys are fighting in Ko- 
rea.

Describing his work for McCar- 


thy in thwarting the Senate com- 
mittee probing McCarthy's finan- 
ces, Matusow said he had received 
a call from Mrs. J. B. Matthews, 
whose husband was then McCar- 
thy's committee counsel, asking 
him to take Mrs. Arvilla Bentley 
out of the United States until the 
probe of McCarthy's finances blew 
over. 


Mrs. Bentley, former wife of 


Congressman Alvin Bentley had 
"loaned" S7.000 to McCarthy, while 
the congressman "loaned" S3.000. 
And the Senate wanted to question 
her regarding this and other con- 
tributions. 
Mrs. Bentley, Matu- 


sow said had also paid for a Mu- 
tual network broadcast which Mc- 


Carthy made before the 1950 elec- 
tions. 


Matusow said McCarthy knew all 


about the idea of taking Mrs. 
Bentley out of the United States 
away from Senate probers and that 
he, Matusow, had talked to McCar- 
thy himself about it. He also said 
that McCarthy's attorney 
knew 


about the plan. 


Mrs. Bentley remained in the 


British Bahamas outside the arm 
of a Senate subpoena for about 
two weeks, then came back to the 
United States, Matusow explained. 


Matusow also said that McCarthy 


had asked him to investigate the 
New York Times, Time Magazine 
and other newspapers with a view 
to pinning the Communist party 
label on them. 


"They had been attacking Sen. 


McCarthy," the ex-McCarthyite ex- 
plained, "and he was sore about 
it and wanted to take his revenge."

There was interesting inside rea- 


son why the Republicans elected

licated by the advanced age of so

Nine Senators from

have died since 1952. The death 
of Senator Robert A. Taft of .Ohio 
in June of 1953 gave the Demo- 
crats a technical majority of one 
after Gov.

any applicant for any teaching po- 
sition in the public schools of this 
state, if such questionnaire, em- 
ployment application or informa- 
tion bl^nk*shall contain any inquiry 
or reference to the religious belief 
of said applicant." 


"Sec. 2—Any person who shall 


violate the provisions of Sec. 1 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than S10 nor more than $50, 
or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than five days nor 
more than 30 days. Violation of 
said section shall be cause for the 
removal of any superintendent, 
member of the Board of Education, 
or school board or other public 
official."

Likewise, the fSct that Nebras- 


ka did so well, after making 
some cosily mistakes, proves 
Kansas is a pretty poor team, 
because a good team—given the 
breaks Nebraska -was dishing out 
at Lawrence—would have really 
popped the Huskers.

engined plane near Paris Sunday 
after a non-stop flight of 22 hours, 
23 minutes from New York. 


"I'm not tired," said the 49-year- 


old San Francisco song writer and 
veteran solo flier as he climbed 
happily from the cabin of a Piper 
Apache. "I just need to relax a 
bit/' 


He 
nonchalantly 
bounced 
a 


grapefruit in his hand, all that was 
left of the slim provisions of toast, 
fruit and soft drinks with which 
he started out from New York's 
Idlewild Airport at 10:27 a.m. CST 
Saturday. He landed at Toussus le 
Noble Air Field near here at 8:50 
a.m. CST. It was his fifth solo 
flight across the Atlantic, in a light 
plane, but his first nonstop. 


The plane has a normal capacity 


of four passengers. Some of this 
space had to be used to store extra 
gasoline. Special tanks holding 300 
gallons fitted in place of the rear 
seats and 72 - gallon wing tanks 
gave the craft a 25-hour range. 


Uneventful 


Hurrying indooia out of the light 


rain that greeted him, Conrad, for- 
merly of Winona, Minn., sipped 
champagne while describing his 
flight as uneventful. He said the 
weather 
was 
generally 
good, 


adding: 


"I ran into a belt of bad weather 


over the North Atlantic and had to 
go through some snow and ice. 
Most of the time I was without 
radio contact."

Conrad said he considered the 


flight more or less routine. He '. 
looked the part — wearing a dark 
business suit and a casual high 
necked sweater.

equipped for radio and instrument 
flying. It is powered by two 150- 
horsepower engines and cruises at 
170 miles an hour. 


The flight was planned to deliver 


the plane to France from the 
United States by the cheapest 
method and not solely to conquer 
the Atlantic. Conrad also wanted 
to step up interest among young 
people in flying. He is sponsor oi 
the "Winona Experiment" to en- 
courage American high school stu- 
dents to learn to fly. 


He plans to return to the United 


States by ship.
